CATILE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—Market re- 
sumed much more of its normal energy and 
characteristics this morning. There was a 
large attendance of ‘cross-Channel men, several 
of whom have not been here for a year or 
more, together with many sttange faces. Not- 
withstanding an ‘increase of 3,115 head of 
cattle, prices have made a recovery of, per- 
haps, 2s. to 3s. per cwt.. Sheep also in larger 
supply, but only choice qualities of wethers 
could be called anything firmer; lambs, how- 
ever, were a distinctly firmer trade, if not 
actually dearer in some cases. All classes of 
stock with any pretensions to finish and 
quality readily disposed of; but there was a 
big proportion of rough and thin descriptions 
in each division which were a negligible sale. 
Shipping facilities in all directions appear 
satisfactory. Of course, Preston and Glasgow

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DULNESS AND ITS REMEDIES. 


The return of winter, which has opened 
severely this year, brings back to the country- 


nflnepces 
to reckon with when the forces 
g for and inst its rity are 
being considered. The lot of the small farmer 
and seasons which ran 
from the later spring to the early autumn in- 
c]ndea much heavy work and none too dainty 
fare, but it is not without its compensations. 
Tne farmer’s home in the open season in- 
cludes his farmstead, and. with not too in- 
frequent journeys to fair, market, and shop, 
he and his sons and daughters in normal 
times have a healthy life, which they do not 
find so monotonous as the townsman sup- 
voses, except perhaps in long periods of 
roken weather. But in the four or five 
months that lie, roughly, between Hallow Eve 
and Easter, journeys to town on an unlit road, 
with mists lying upon the land and pin 
even snow and very generally slúsh upon 
the ground are felt to be a hardship, whilst 
the alternative—being 'cooped up” in a 
small dwelling for many hours—is monotonous 
even for the older, depressing for the 
younger, and enervating for all of those to 
whom the nation looks for the most essential 
7 all the services by which it must live and 
thrive. 


The Labour Problem. 


We believe our failure not only to solve, 
but properly envisage, this aspect of the com- 
plex rural problem cuts, deeper than even 
those who suffer from it realise. It quite 
certainly drives from the remoter country- 
side many who would be more useful to the 
nation there than in the towns. It is an 
element in the labour problem. It brings 
about—as extremes always do—a. dangerous 
reaction. Not a little of the readiness 
evinced in recent years among the adolescents 
in rural districts to join in “holding up” 
citizens and relieving them of their posses- 
sons, or of taking part in one or other form 
of insurgency, usually behind the cloak 
of some more or less plausible ‘‘ cause,’’ is 
less traceable to confirmed criminality, in the 
one case, or tu a convinced adherence to some 
political or social idea whose end is held to 
justify the means than to some form of what 
alienists call a psychesis, arising from 4 
starved desire for variety. Kinemachesis, if 
we may so name a desire to imitate the more 
melodramatic activities ‘‘featured’’ in the 
crude kinematograph of the rural towns, is no 
less likely to invade the imperfectly-fed mind 
of the country youth than is tuberculosis to 
attack an imperfectly nourished body. Nor 1s 
the mischief confined to the proportion of

young people, happily small, who are involved 
in such anti-social activities as made life so 
undesirably exciting for many who had come 
recently to regard an Irish byeway or hig 
road (once almost proverbially safe) as being 
as dangerous as the American West in its 
wildest days. Those who are not 
driven by the dullness of some of our 
remote count rysides in winter to over- 
excitement tend either to grow dull or to find 
some wav of escape from a life so little 
attractive to what is virile in manhood or vital 
in womanhood. It is not only the very 
young who suffer: Their elders, for want of 
more interchange of thought, too often ossify 
hefore old age brings the wisdom of experience 
to compensate for the lost zest of experiment. 


Making Things Attractive. 


Many expedients, mostly educational, are 
or have been tried here or there to make 
rural life more attractive. If we want to re- 
tain in Ireland, not as a fluctuating town 
opulation, but rooted to their own soil, those 
healthy and energetic elements amongst the

The problem has been, we believe, investi- 
gated in the United States and in other coun- 
tries by the World’s Association for Adult Edu- 
cation, of which the President of the State of 
Czecho-Slovakia is President, a representative 
of which recently visited this country. It 
has not only been investigated but worked 
upon nearer home: in Denmark, where, the 
high school having absorbed much of the 
energy of young men and maidens, the Village 
Club continues this good work, and provides 
them with a wide outlook and their a 
with a new direction in their early adult 
phases, and also in England, in which the 
Village Clubs movement has taken root, and 
where, as an article in the current Journal 
oj the Board of Agriculture points out, the 
Young Farmers’ Clubs—born im the U.S.A. 
some 13 years ago—have given excellent aid 
to agriculture by recruiting from amongst the 
sons and daughters oí farmers in the last 
two years some 600 persons, organised into 
37 branches, who study farm practice and 
businéss on the most. approved modern lines, 
and so far rival the work of their elders as to 
exhibition shows. 


Farmers’ Clubs. 


The Farmers’ Club movement is newer than 
the Village Clubs movement, and as there 


: so far as the maintenance of strong coats upon 


is probably not reom m this emall corntre for 
too many experiments we think they might 
be considered together. We believe the 
frame-work of the Village Clubs movement is 
flexible enough to be capable of including 
karmers’ Clubs amongst their enterprises. 
Village Clubs, we understand, are democrati- 
eelly run and can be adapted to village needs, 
the erection and care of village halls, the 
tostering of local history or the study of 
natural history, the development of “ local 
talent ’’—from music or drama to athletics. 
Each district, if capably led and normally 
intelligent, knows its own needs, and, given 
the will and intelligence, should be capable, 
with the guidance of the best brains in the 
neighbourhood and the application of simple 
rules, to run a village club. This may not 
prove, indeed, a panacea for every ill, but it 
snould stimulate intelligence, develop com- 
panionship, and become a “‘live’’ social centre 
in some at least of these villages in Ireland 
now so unsightly, barren and drear that a 
wave of humiliation surges through anyone 
whose fortune it is to introduce visitors from 
Scandinavia, France, Germany, or Italy into 
our remoter rural districts. This kind of 
work would be educational, but it need not 
be dull. Even the alluring kinema—a hair 
of the dog that bites us—could be utilised in 
bringing e to youth and old alike the 
value of “‘ cluability ' as a means of averting 
dulness from the countryside, without sub- 
stituting for it the lurid attractions of the 
city, whose artificial growth tends but to 
render the waste places of rural Ireland more 
desolate.

AUTUMN REMINDERS. 

With the near approach of winter redistri- 
bution, and intake of cattle from the pastures 
to the yards,, the farmer is faced with a 
valuation of methods as well as the seasonal 
valuation of stock. It will first be remem- 
bered that stock, in common with all living 
things, require some acclimatisation, and this, 
with those two years old and upwards, may 
take the form of some dry fodder or astrin- 
gent concentrate, as cotton cake, given in 
the open to supplement the washy autumn 
growth. The younger members, meanwhile, 
call for more consideration, and such obvious 
protection against husk, afforded by nightly 
removal from the frosty lower levels at least, 
and if possible to the yards, until the sun is 
up. 
If this trouble be incurred in spite of such 
precautions—although s :e measure of relief 
may be obtained from fumigants—undoubt- 
edly the surest method is inter-trachial in- 
jection by someone qualified. As regards 
those supplementary foods, included under the 
general term “ roots,” most suitable and 
ready for autumn use at grass, the cabbage 
takes a prominent place. Bulbous roots are 
sometimes offered whole in this capacity, but 
no waste results, with no small element of 
risk from choking, and even the timely, 
though undesirable, use of the probang. 
Shel:er and Food for Stock 

Big cattle are usually left to face the ele- 
ments until the .unvarying quality of winter 
at last forces a decision as to whether they are 
to be cashed as finished products from the 
yards, or merely hibernate as stores. In 
the former case let this serve as timely re- 
minder that Christmas is the big cattle 
market, and, almost it may be added these | 
days, none besides! 

The manner of housing and treatment is 
advisedly well thought-out beforehand, and 
some reference to type and temperament is not 
amiss. Thus, the more substantial beasts 
are boxed, if possible in companionable 
pairs, or even tied, whilst smaller beasts will 
thrive in well assorted groups. Baby beef 
and the polled breeds usefully associated 
therewith especially commend themselves for 
this method, where room for some develop- 
ment, combined with healthy rivalry of 
appetite, produce excellent results—always 
provided that as equal conditions of age, sex, 
and disposition as possible obtain. Except in 


young bulls or saleable stores is concerned, 
wood covered vards provide many advantages 
towards comfort and economy. Awkward 
corners are to be avoided, and dividing rails 
of such height and width apart as to preclude 
risk of jumping or getting heads wedged, are 
necessary. 
Method of Offering Food 

Rations in their technical and practical 
aspect are fully dealt with in book and 
correspondence form through the purely agri- 
cultural Press—methods and application 
perhaps, not so generally. Just to touch ona 
few points sometimes escaping notice—First, 
let it be borne in mind that, if true economy 
is to be arrived at, weight of food must bear 
close relation to the ever-changing weight of 
requirements of the animal concerned. Hence 
the weighbridge, or keen personal judgment, 
ire of equal importance to the smaller scales.

his experience first, and, indeed, freely 
acknowledged that their mixtures were based 
upon a survey of his suggestions and their 
obvious success. 
Av-iding Waste 

When rationing is undertaken seriously, the 
constant weighing is sometimes found to be 
a bug-bear, or even a source of inaccuracy. 
In such cases probably the simplest plan is 
to ascertain the weight capacity of certain 
receptacles, and afterwards let-the men feed 
by measure. i 

Finally, waste is only too likely to occur 
where bulkv fodder is concerned, and the 
writer has adopted the plan, when circulw 
bins are in use, of racking these up, and then 
placing upon the top of the hay old cart 
wheels, which pin down the bulk, and, sink 
ing with it as it lessens, act as racks—the 
cattle pulling small wisps through the spokes 
instead of trampling quantities under foot. 

‘On ‘the other hand, the hay given to

may quite usefuliy be offered to them from 
stout nets, as used when carting pigs. 
Emergency and F rst Aid Efforts 

Even where oat glumes are themselves de- 
servedly avoided, vet through straw or other 
accidental inclusion eyes are apt to come to 
grief. Foreign bodies of this nature may 
best be removed by the use of fine forceps— 
if possible distracting the animal’s attention

A very 
slight pull on the free end of the rope behind 
the bullock,in a straight line with its back, 
then causes it to subside quietly upon the 
ground.

The Yorkshire Agricultural Society Fas just 
started a “drink more milk ” campaign, and 
it is said to be meeting with considerable 
Success. 

The Hunters’ Improvement Society will hold 
its annual show at the Royal Agricultural 
Hall, Islington, on March 4th next, when the 


Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries will 
again utilise it for the award of sixty King’s 
aud twelve super premiums. There will bh 
several new prizes for the show. 

The potato crop on this side does not seem 
to be particularly good this year. In the Mid- 
lands, east and south of England, about three- 


fourths of the potatoes have been lifted, but | 


in the north and in Wales the work is not so 
forward. The weather has been rather un- 
favourable, and the crop is being stored in 
dirty condition. On the whole the quality is 
good, but te tubers generally are small. The 
yield per acre is estimated at 5.7 tons, or half 
a ton less than the ten years’ average, and 
nearly 1: tons less than last year. On this 
estimate the total production in England and 
Wales will be about 2,667,000 tons, against 
4,012,000 tons in 1922, and 3,160,000 tons the 
ten years’ average. 

Irish dairy products will probably soon be 
meeting with stronger competition from 
Canada, for the United Kingdom is the chief 
and practically the only real market for 
surplus Canadian dairy products, and efforts 
are being made continually to develop a 
stronger position on this side, 

Pig breeders and feeders in England are 
proposing to establish a Pig Research Council 
for the promotion of experimental and re- 
search work in connection with pigs. The 
National Council of Pig Breeders and Feeders 
is to collect £5,000 for this purpose.

PROFITABLE 


The first 28 days of an egg-laying test for 
ducks concluded at Stormont Castle, County 
Antrim, on 12th November. There are 50 
ducks under test:—Four pens of white run- 
ner, three pens of khaki Campbell, two pens 
of fawn and white runner, and one pen of 
Coaley fawn. Five ducks constitute a pen. 

During the period named, 463 eggs of 2 
ounces each and over were laid; in addition 
to this number, 49 eggs below 2 ounces in 
weight were produced, but these were not 
credited to the birds. 

The leading nens were—Mr. Stewart's khaki 
Campbells, with a vield of 117 e gs, value 
£1 18s. 8d. ; Mrs. Bell’s khaki Campbells, with 
a yield of 99 eggs, value £1 6s. 9d., and 
Mrs. Gray’s fawn and white runners, with 
a yield of 62 eggs, value 16s. 9d.

PLEA IN BANKRUPTCY APPEAL. 


The appeals of Patrick Keogan,

John Dunn, 
the agent who knew the native best, had 
come from Zululand to British territory 
with several hundred loyal natives, but 
Bishop Colenso held till the actual rupture 
that there was no need for war.

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MODERN SAVAGES. 

In the old days, travelling among the 
“cannibal islands’’ was not a pleasure 
which appealed greatly even to a young 
man anxious for adventure. The s 
were too heavy. The modern cannibal, how- 
ever, seems to be a mild-mannered man, 
hiding his magnificent physique under 
strange garments and full of such virtues 
as honesty, truthfulness, hospitality to 
strangers and care for the sick and aged 
of his own village—.he virtues, in fact, 
which the civilised white has ceased to 
practise, If, now and again, he casts 
his disfiguring coverings and, spear in 
hand, goes off on the warpath to acquire 
á bride, it must be remembered that in 
the South Seas wives are expensive and 
the islanders have no particular love for 
working through long hot hours to obtain 
the necessary purchase money. 

Mr. McLaren arrived in the South Sea 
Islands with a jerk. He had long been 
intrigued by the idea of palm-shaded, 
coral-bound lands set in seas blue as 
sapphires, where promise of adventure lay 
always in the middle distance. He never 
had intended, however, to arrive defence 
less and with a badly bruised head, flung 
up by the sea on the beach of an island 
which he believed to be inhabited by howl- 
ing savages. His first glance on recover- 
ing consciousness was not reassuring. Jn 
the flaring light of torches was a crowd 
of almost naked men, with red and black 
teeth, their earholes torn into loops that 
nearly touched their shoulders. They had 
great mops of oiled hair, teased wide out. 
Some carried bows and arrows; some stone 
clubs the shape and design of a _pine- 
apple. Most sported necklaces of dog’s 
teeth, and some had so outlined their ribs 
with white clay that they looked Jike 
strangely animated skeletons, Naturally, 
he expected the worst. His relief, there- 
fore, on finding them to be of a most 
amiable disposition can be conceived. They 
fed him, nursed hin, and, as soon as he 
was recovered, provided him with a canoe 
to take him to his destination. As he was 
about to leave, the villagers came down to 
the water’s edge to “shout farewells, and 
the head sorcerer shook hands in the most 
friendly way, begging him to remember 
how well he had been treated by the people 
of Mailala. 

As it seemed that a fortune could be 
made out of cocoanuts, the author now 
decided to become a trader. He laid in a 
supply of red calico, tobacco, camphor- 
wood boxes, knives and belts. The natives 
gazed with joyous eyes on these delightful 
cbjects, and hastened to gather in the 
cocoanuts for which they might be 
obtained. Alas! in a short time the natives 
had acquired enough and wouldgwork no 
more. Sadly our hero packed his belong- 
ings and decided to try his fortune at 
earl-fishing. In. this, too, he was un- 
ucky. No pearls of great price came into 
his hands. Even the oyster shells were so 
infrequent as'to make the fishing unprofit- | 
able. 

Mr. McLaren has a vivid and pictur- 
esque style. He has lived so long and so 
closely with the islanders that he has 
learned all the customs of the different 
villages. Weird, indeed, are some of these 
customs, but the author always can find a 
glimpse of humour.

Wages and Prices. 

Movements of reform in Ireland are apt 
to be spasmodic. For example, every out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease in England 
produces a demand for reform of the Irish 
cattle trade; but, while the outbreaks 
continue to recur, the Irish trade remains 
as defenceless as it was twenty years ago. 
We seem” to” be treating the ‘problem of 
th. cost of living in a similar fashion. 
During the dockers’ dispute everybody 
clamoured for an instant reduction of 
prices; Mwt when the dispute was settled 
the cost of living fell into the back- 
ground. . Nevertheless, it continues to 
be the most urgent and most dangerous. 
problem that confronts the Government and 
people*of ‘the Free State; and,’ perhaps, 
th. Minister of Agriculture's speech in 
Dail Eireann yesterday, will shock the 
country into a helpful consciousness of 
this fact. Mr. Hogan stated the matter’s 
importance in .a sentence’ when he said 
that a fall' of*five points in the cost of 
living would be equivalent, from the 
Saorstat farmers’ point of view, to the 
abolition of al] rents. The problem is 
desperately urgent because agriculture, 
which is the-country’s staple industry, is 
being strangled by the high cost of living. 
A remedy must be found, and there are 
only two choices. The producing and con- 
suming classes themselves must take defi- 
nite action: or the Government must 
regulate prices by arbitrary means. The 
latter course may become inevitable, but 
it would create a perilous precedent. 

In its simplest terms the farmer's 
problem is this: he is making a minimum 
of profit on the things that he selis and 
is paying mazimum prices for the things 
thc‘ he must buy. Mr. Hogan’s speech 
sets forth the vital statistics of this un- 
tenable situation. He cites the case of milk, 
which, delivered in Dublin by the farmer at 
1s. per gallon, carriage paid, is sold to the 
Dublin consumer at 2s. 6d. and 2s. 8d. 
| per gallon. Here the “middle” interests 
or the “ middle”’ mismanagement, or both, 
ar the enemy of producer and consumer 
alike. Mr. Hogan suggests that producer and 
eonsumer shall combine to help each other. 
Ii, on the one hand, agricultural capital 
and agricultural labour will adopt a 


| common policy of enlightened self-interest, 


the, can take the marketing of milk and 
other products out of the middleman's 
hands and sell them to the city consumer at 
once more cheaply and with a larger profit 
to themselves. “Thus a double-edged blow 
would be struck at the cost of living in 
‘town and country. On the other hand, 
industry must help agriculture, and by 
the same method—co-operation between 
employer and employed. Wages must be 
reduced if the country is to have cheaper 
food, clothes and houses ; but the problem 
of reduction never will be solved by the 
crude method of proffered and rejected 
“cuts.” It may be solved, however, when 
capital and labour agree to attack it as a 
whole and to discuss pari passu the ques- 
tions of lower wages and lower prices. 
Yesterday Mr. John Good invited Mr. 
Thomas Johnsen to join him in an effort 
to adjust wages in the building trade. An 
intelligent member of the Farmers’ Party. 
might do rea] service at such a conference. 

A solution of the cost of living problem 
by co-operation would promote vast im- 
provements in the practice of agriculture 
anc in the whole nation’s methods 
of business, We have no desire for the 
Government's intervention to standardise 
prices, if such intervention can be avoided, 
because bureaucracy is the same in all

Irish Postal Rates. 


| _ The gratitude of the public is due to a 
deputation. from the Dublin Industria] 
Development Association which drew the 
Postmaster-General’s attention to the 
bad effects of high postal tates in the 
Free State. To-day the Free State 
probably has the highest. postal rates in 
Europe. The letter ~ates are 25 per cent. 
higher than those of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, while in the case of 
parcels the Free States charges vary 
between fifty and twenty per cent. in ex- 
cess of the charges in Britain aad the Six, 
Counties. A parcel under :wo pounds in 
weight in the Free State costs ninepence 
to send through the post; in London or 
Belfast it costs only sixpence. The deputa- 
tion pointed out to Mr. Walsh that this 
discrepancy was leading to an enormous 
increase in the volume. of “mail order ” 
trade between Britain and Ireland, with 
& consequent Joss to Free State firms. A 
dozen eggs packed in a box weigh roughly 
two pounds, and the Free State postal 
rate is a shilling, whereas it is only nine- 
pence in Northerr Ireland. The result of 
this anomaly, as Mr. Walsh admitted, is 
that twice as many parcels come into the 
Free State every year as are posted in the 
twenty-six counties, and, but for the fact 
that the British Post Ottice makes a special 
allowance to Mr. Walsh’s department for 
delivery, the Free State’s revenue wou'd 
suffer heavily. The same condition of 
affairs exists in regard to the export trade, 
much of which is carried on through the 
parcel post. Hitherto, when the rates in 
Britain and Ireland were identical, many 
English and Scottish buyers preferred ‘to 
place their orders for butter, cream, eggs, 
poultry and’ game in Ireland, in view: of 
the better quality of Irish produce; but 
now Free State postal rates ‘are so high 
that they are confining their attention to 
their home market. High posta] rates 
hamper trade at every turn. Take the 
rates for printed papers, At present the 
Free State charge is one halfpenny per 
ounce, and consequently British, and even 
foreign, firms are able to flood the country 
with their circulars, .while our own 
traders: are forced to restrict their postal 
advertisement, Mr. Walsh told the deputa- 
tion that the adoption’ of the British 
parcel rates would cost the Free State 
Government sbout £33,000 a year, but; 
asked it to make a further report in regard 
to a possible increase of the weight to be 
carried at the several fixed rates. He 
refused, however, to hold out any hope 
concerning concessions in the printed 
paper rates, and said that the reduction 'n 
Britain of letter charges from twopence 
to three-halfpence had resulted in an in- 
crease of only ‘wo per cent. in the total 
volume of traffic. We recognise Mr. 
Walsh's difficulties, but there is no doubt 
that such expensive changes as the 
provision of new uniforms and caps for 
postal servants and the transformation of 
the pillar-boxes might have been post- 
poned with advantage until more essential 


retorms had been instituted.

Motor Ships. 


In every country in the world there are 
pessimists who declare that it is “ going to 
the dogs.’’ We in Ireland have our full 
share of these lugubrious persons, who 
wil] insist that nothing is done here that 
is not done fifty times better elsewhere. 
It is a good thing to be able to give them a 
rude shock now and then. For instance, 
“Messrs. Harland and Wolff, the famous 
Belfast firm of shipbuilders, have received 
an ordér from the Union Castle Mail 
Steamship Company to build what will be 
by far the largest and most powerful motor 
ship in the world. This vessel, which will 

have a gross tonnage of over 20,000 tons, 
will be used as a passenger liner on the 
company’s South African mail service. It 
will be equipped with two sets of double- 
acting, eight-cylinder Diesel engines, 
which will be able to develop a power of, 
roughly, 20,000 ih.p. ‘t is believed that 
the introduction of this type of motor 
engine, which Will be able to give power 
for the largest kind of vessel, will revolu- 
tionise sea traffic. The capabilities of the 
double-acting engine have been put to 
careful and exhaustive tests, and these 
have proved to be entirely satisfactory. 

It is not improbable, therefore, that in a 

few years we shall see all the great liners 

of the world propelled by motor engines., 

The steamship, which so effectively dis- 
placed the old sailing ship, may have to 

yield pride of place to the motor-ship, and 
only the “tramp” may be steam-driven. 


Apart from the natural pleasure which we |

In humdrum, | unexciting 
times he scarcely gets á good chance, The 
proportion of readers who give more than. 
a passing glance to the political cartoons 
in the daily newspapers is small, since 
the average: man prefets the picture that. 
makes fun of a popular footballer or of a 
popular racehorse. In eléction time or in 
war time, however, he wakes up for’ a. 


te 


while, and from every hoarding in the 


cities, and even in the villages, the posters 
call to him, In these countries the 
cartoon is, by comparison with other lands, 
conspicuously well-mannered. Even during 
the war, when passions ran high, the draw- 
ings of the various enemies of England 
were rarely brutal. There was always in 
them a note of restraint ; paper 
“made a-hare ” of “Little Willie”; but 
it was a hare, not a hog. Most European 
countries do not show the same delicacy in 
their cartoons. The persons from whom the 
artist differs are displayed‘ as gross, un- 
pleasant people who offend the eye. Here 
sucka cartoon would be likely to defeat its 
purpose. The general election in Eng- 
land has brought a large crop of posters, 
many of which are genuinely funny. 
Thére is Mr. Baldwin's pipe, with the 
protection mixture ; and there are amusing 
anti-Socialist—with “Yes! we have no 
policy ’’—and anti-Liberal cartoons; but 
they are not unpleasantly unkind. Times 
have changed ; for a hundred years ago the 
English cartoonist revelled in savagery 
and ugliness,

THE COST OF LIVING. 


The Dail yesterday resumed the debate on 
the Governor-General’s Address. 

Mr. Baxter (Farmers’ Party) stated that the 
high prices and high profits referred to in the 
Address did not apply to farmers, who for 
many of their commodities could not get any 
price at all. He had to find fault with the 
present Administration for not doing some- 
thing to reduce the cost of living. He 
would say, too, that it was up to the Labour 
Party more than any other party to concern 
themselves in that matter, because the 
workers suffered most, perhaps, from the high 
cost of living. He thought that the establish- 
ment of a great depot in Dublin would be a 
tep in the right direction. It would enable 
the consumers to obtain the necessaries of 
life direct from the producers, without paying 
a lot of middlemen’s profits Until a bold 
step was taken by the Administration to 
bring down the cost of living there would be 
a constant recurrence of industrial and social 
unrest. 

It was well for the landlords of Ireland 
that the present Government had been re- 
turned; continued Mr. Baxter, in dealing with 
the ease of unpurchased tenants. If the 
Farmers’ Party, or even the Labour Party, 
had been returned in stronger numbers, they 
would most certainly have introduced a bill 
to amend the Land Act. so as to deal more 
fairly with the unpurchased tenarts. He 
earnestly suggested that the Land Commission 
should not press for the vayment of the re- 
mainder of the rent arrears. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


Referring tw the Frée State's trade repre- 
sentatives abroad, Mr Baxter said that it 
was essential that those representatives should 
be thoroughly familiar with every phase of 
sgricultural life and its needs. It was to be 
deplored that they had “ho representative in 
Denmark, a country where they most needed 
cne- 

It was to be regretted that there was no 
mention in «he Governor-General’s Address 
as to when the Boundary Commission would | 
begin to operate. They had been given to 
vnderstand that their represeptative on that 
Commisston had been appointed, and their case 
made ready. He thought that it was time 
that that article of the Treaty wag put into 
operation ; it was time to show the people in 
the North-East, and the people in the Free 
State, that it was their intention to have that 
clause made operative.

He also regretted that no mention had leas 
made in the Governor-General’s Address ag to 
when the financial position between Ireland 
and England would be straightened out. That 
Was a very serious matter, because if they ex- 
pected an investor to put money in the 
National Loan they should be able to tell him 
where they stood in the matter of ‘their finan- 
cial relations with England—what they owed 
ta England, and what England owed to them. 

He was afraid that no matter what state- 
ment the Minister of Finance might make on 
the subject of their internal “financial position 
that statement would not be anything like a 
complete statement until they knew how they 
stood in regard to England—whether they 
Were. in a bankrupt state, or whether they 
vere In a financially sound position.

Germany, he said, was an 
open wound on the body of Europe, and so 
long as she was in danger of bleeding to 
death from the wound on the Rhine and in 
the Ruhr, so would Europe bleed to death if 
the reparations problem was unsolved. 

The attempt of the Government to estab- 
lish a stable currency was the best proof that 
Germany did not favour dumping, with which 
it might try to outbid other countries. 

“ We wish to make it clear that we are at 
fhe end of our financial capacity, which is 
limited by. the . figures which we have 
announced,” said the Chancellor, who went 
on to refer to.the events in Bavaria and the 
recent “' putsch.” 

He said that this would probably not have 
been confined to Munich ii it had not been 
for the Government's action on November 
9th in appealing to the German people. 

The Chancellor announced that he and Pre- 
sident Ebert had come to the conclusion that 
the “ state of emergency’’ could be raised in 
those regions where order prevailed, and 
where a guarantee was given that it would 
not be disturbed. 

Herr Stresemann then stated that the Ger- 
man Government had: been ofiered by foreign 
financiers credit of at least a milliard gold 
marks on condition that the present Govesn- 
ment remained in power. 

The Chancellor concluded by saying that if 
the Reichstag wished to withdraw its confi- 
dence from the Government, it must make up 
its mind who was to replace it. 

“Fo conduct the affairs of the German 
Reich is difficult and troublesome,” he said. 
"“I have conscientiously done my duty to the 
country. 

The Reichstag carried on the debate, and 
finally adjourned till 11 o'clock to-morrow 
mormng, when the vote on the motion of 
want of confidence, submitted by the German 
National Party, will be taken. 

It is uncertain whether the Stresemann 
Cabinet will survive the onslaught made on 
it by the various parties.

London to Bristol, leaving out the Southern 
counties and’ Wales.

£7,500, to the Exchequer. in 1919-22; the 


unprotected industry brings in none. The 
British factories in the protected industry are 
imcreasing; British employment in the un- 
rotected industry has fallen 90 per cent. 
n four years. 

' But, say the Free Traders, the imposition 
of a duty ago up the cost to the consumer. 
In the case oí the protected light cars it has 
not kept up the price. lt has stimulated the 
home production, and under the duty the 
apy of cars have fallen more rapidly than 
he cost of raw material and of wages.. At 
the same time, it has forced the American 
maker to lower his prices in this country 
more than he has lowered them at home: It 
has. also forced foreign firms to open works 
in this country and to employ British labour 
instead of foreign labout. This detrease in 
price, it need hardly be said, has not been 
accompanied by an deterioration in 
uality. In the:motor industry, at any rate, 
the tariff has done the good its advocates said 
that it would do, and it has not done the 
harm Which its opponents said it would do. 

It does not necessarily follow that, because 
protection has produced certain results in a 
special industry, it must also produce similar 
results in other special industries, and, still 
less, that it must produce them all over the 
field of eeonomits. Mr. Baldwin has lately 
shown that he understands the necessity for 
prcceeding gradually and with due circum- 
spection. He is asking for liberty to intro- 
duce a general tariff, Eat a general tariff, if 
it IR not too high, does not materially affect 
the situation, What it does do is to give the

INTEREST IN THE DOMINIONS., 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—The Prim® Minister has been much 
encouraged in the fight that he is waging for 
a release from Mr. Bonar Law’s pledge by 
the messages of appreciation which he is re- 
celving not only from this country, but from 
all parts of the Empire.

SIR JAMES THURSFIELD.

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GREAT NAVAL EXPERT DEAD. 


The Times » nounces with deep regret that 

Sir James Thursfield, the great naval expert, 
who was for many years a valued member of 
its staff, died last night at his residence at 
Golder’s Green. He was 83 on November 16 
last. In the course of a special memoir 
The Times says :—From middle life onwards 
Sir James Thursfield’s absorbing interest was 
the Navy, the greatest of our fighting 
instruments, and to this, so far as a layman 
could, he gave his days and nights of study, 
with the result that, as years went by, he 
came to be régarded by the Admiralty and 
the most eminent naval officers as one of their 
most valuable aids to securing and maintain- 
ing a high standard of naval efficiency. 
It was a paradox, but it was true. 
With a physique that was not robust, with 
no mechanical training, this peace-loving, but 
very able journalist rapidly made himself not 
only ar. authority on naval history, but a 
power in naval policy. Indéed, it may be said 
that from about 1 to 1914 the articles 
which Thursfield wrote in The Times afforded 
support. of decisive value to successive First 
Lords of the Admiralty—Lord Selborne, Lord 
Cawdor, Lord Tweedmouth, Mr. McKenna, 
and Mr. Churchill—in their consistent policy 
of naval development.

It is most 
hazardous to attempt any prophecy regardmg 
the result of the election, but It, may safely ba 
said that whichever party secures a preponder- 
ance of the women’s votes is sure te. lead. 

If, for example, the average woman came 
to the conclusion that the adoption of Mr, 
Baldwin's policy would mean an all-round in. 
crease in the cost of living, she unquestionably 
would vote against it, with the result that 
either Liberalism or Labour would benefit. 

My own impression, however, is that 
wherever unemployment is rife the woman 
will be more inclined to vote Conservative, 
in the hope that even in the modified system 
of Protection proposed, their men folk may 
get back to work. Women hate to have their 
men unemployed, not ouly beeduse they can 
bring into the home little or no money, but 
still more, perhaps, because they are such a

For thé more serious crimes they 
pro a period of imprisonmtne, with cr“ 
without a fine. As regarded poisoning, they 
felt that that was dealt with more effectively 
than ever’ before under Section 8 of the bill.

Medical evidence showed that. death was 
due td hemorrhage in the base of the brain, 
caused by fracture of the skull.

and, apart from it, the Dublin Parochial 
Mission could have, not merely no success, 
but no meaning at all. 
Perhaps the greatest of all passages in 
Scripture relative to prayer was that which 
he had just read in the 6th Chapter of 
Matthew. There was given Our Lord’s own 
expressed teaching on the subject, given with 
that marvellous simplicity which was, per- 
haps, His greatest characteristic when dealing 
with divine matters. His Grace hoped that 
the simplicity with which the Lord imparted 
His teaching would carry men over the diffi- 
culties which some minds found in the matter 
of prayer. 

REALITY IN PRAYER. 
The first of the principles taught by Our 
Lord was the principle of reality, which He 
taught in two ways. First, He warned 
against certain common forms of unreality in 
praver, and then He taught how to bring 
reality into prayer. The first of the forms 
of bnreality was that of those persons who 
used forms and outward expressions of prayer 
as a means of gaining credit in the world. It 
characterised the hypocrisy of those who 
stood amongst the people, and offered prayer 
to God, because it gave them the name of 
being religious. That sort of hypocrisy was 
not; so common now as it, used to be. 
Referring to the words, “ Shut thy closet,” 
in the verse quoted by him, His Grace said 
that at first it seemed to him that men were 
meant to find some road, some place, perhaps 
a mountain side, or a forest, where they 
could be free from human interruption in 
their converse with God. He had no doubt, 
however, that the expression had a deeper 
meaning. It was not always possible for one 
to isolate himself from his fellow-men, but 
yet, at any time, no matter where, one could 
enter into the ‘inner chamber,” which 
Christ meant as the inner chamber of the 


heart, 
CHILDREN OF GOD. 

In our own souls we came face to face with 
God. We could ‘shut the door” upon the 
things of the world, its traffic, amusements, 
its interests and occupations; but yet in our 
inner chamber we could meet God face to 
face. That was the only way in which there 
could be spiritual converse with God. As to 
the fact that the standard set in the Lord’s 
Prayer was' far above all others, the preacher 
had no doubt.’ God treated men as children, 
and even when a child came to his father 
and asked for a foolish thing, his father loved 
him all the more. So God loved men all the 
more, whether their prayers were wise or 
foolish, provided only that they were sincere. 
Sometimes men offered up prayer in earnest 
and urgent petition, and it seemed that God 
did not grant what they asked. But God did 
not grant all things asked for, any more than 
He did not grant all things to His Son, Jesus 
Christ. 

His Grace said he had asked a diocese to 
pray for fine weather. Some people held it 
was not right to pray for a-change in the 
weather because the weather was set in ac- 
cordance with the laws of nature, as science 
had revealed them. But these laws of nature 
were the very charter of man; and was it not 
absurd to suppose that that which enabled 
man to gain more and more power over nature 
and the use of nature for his own purposes 
so shackled the Almighty that He was unable 
to respond to the’ needs of His creatures? 
Was it not absurd to think that God Almighty 
suffered from a disability from which His 
creature, man, was free? 

They said, his Grace repeated, that the 
weather was fixed by certain forces, but he 
asked : was it? Sir George Stokes, the famous 
scientist, had gone over this question very 
carefully, and had said that, as far as he 
could judge, the weather depended very much 
on what was called unstable equilibrium. 


Some considered that the rising and 
falling of the sun was the effect 
of nature. That was not nature, but it would 


be an infamous prayer to ask God that His 
sun should not rise to-morrow. 
In conclusion, the preacher said that on a 
clear night we could go into the open, and 
looking up into the sky see those little points 
of light which marked the position of the 
stars; but, above all, our greatest delight 
would be in the knowledge that the great 
Power that. ruled over all that celestial space 
would receive us as His children. 

PROGRESS OF THE MISSION, 
The attendances at all the Services, particu- 
Jarly those held in the evenings, have been 
very good, and the clergy in the various 
parishes have thrown themselves enthusiasti- 
cally into the work of the Mission. At St. 
Ann’s, Dawson street, at 1.5 p.m. a short Ser- 
vice was held for the convenience of women 
and business girls,-when the Rev. A. W. Bar. 
ton, B.D., delivered a very interesting address, 
At 4.30 p.m., in the same church, the Rev. 
E .C. Raven, D.D., addressed a large congre- 
tion. 
A United Boys’ Service was held at St. 
James's Parochial Schools, Dolphin’s Barn, 
last night, when the preacher was the Rev. A. 
L. Leeper, M.A.

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| SHOCKING DOUBLE 
. . MURDER 


E3 
DEATH SENTENCE AT 
DUBLIN COMMISSION. 


At the Dublin County Commission yester- 
day, William Devereux. 28 Slievekil! road, 
Waterford, was found guilty of the murder 
of his sister-in-law, Anne Devereux, and her 
infant daughter on February 15 last, and was 
sentenced to death. 

The Lord Chief Justice assigned Mr. Lennon 
(instructed by Mr. P. R. Buggy, Waterford) 
to defend the prisonei, wh pleaded not 
guilty, 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., in opening the case for 
the prosecution, said that the crime was 
doubly terrible, inasmuch as it: involved not 
only the death of the prisoner’s sister-in-law, 
but that of her ten months old infant. 
Prisoner lived with his married brother, but 
was in the habit of quarrelling occasionally 
with his sister-in-law, On February 15 a liitle 
boy ran out of the house terrified and scream- 
ing, and when neighhours went to the house 
to see what was wrong they iound Anne 
Devereux and her infant lying togetehr in @ 
pool of blood. The woman was practically 
decapitated, and it. was afterwards learned 
that she had been atruck with a hatchet. She 
was dead when the neighbours came, but thé 
baby lived for a few ost, although it als@ 
had received violent blows of the hatchet. 


“A LITTLE DISPUTE.” 

The prisoner was seen running away frong 
the house, and was not arrested until the nex 
day. A blood-stained hatchet was found “04 
yards from the honse. When charged and 
cautioned the prisoner said : “ We had/a litt! 
dispute, and she fired the poker at me. i 
then struck her with the hatchet twice.” 1 
it. were contended for the defence that the 
prisoner was insane, the fact that he ran 
away aíter the crime was committed showed 
that he was in his proper senses and that he 
realised the gravity of what he had done. 

James Devereux said that hia wife was 34 
years of age. On the 12th February he went 
to Kilmacthomas, and returned on the 15th 
February to find his wife dead. He identified 
a hatchet produced as belonging to the 
prisoner. 

_In answer to Mr. Lennon, witness said that 
his brother was occasionally moody, He had 
never known him to strike his wife. 

Margaret Lacy said that on the 15th 
February, Michael Devereux, son of the last 
witness, ran to her house, terrified and scream 
ing. She brought him back home. and on 
opening the door saw Mrs. Devereux and her 
child lying on the floor in a pool of blood. 

Edward Lacy, son of the previous ‘witness. 
corroborated and described the finding of the 
hatchet in a tillage plot, about 400 yards from 
the scene of the crime. 

VICTIMS’ WOUNLS, 

Dr, Philip Purcell, Waterford. gave evi- 
dence that a deep wound on the back of the 
dead woman’s neck had practically severed the 
head from the body. Death was due to shock 
and hemorrhage. In his opinion the woman 
was ‘lying on the floor when she was struck 
with the hatchet. | 

Dr. John Hogan said that the child, Kath- 
leen Deveroux, died from hemorrhage of the 
brain as a result of wounds such as might be 
inflicted with a hatchet. 

Sergeant John Finn deposed to arresting 
the prisoner, who said: “I have po statement. 
to make. We had a little dispute, and she 
fired the poker at me. I then struck her with 
the hatchet twice.” 

There was no evidence for the defence, and 
Mr. Lennon, addressing the jury, pleaded that 
the prisoner was imsane when this crime was 
committed. 

THE PRISONER SANE. 

By the instructions of the Lord Chief Jus 
tice, Dr. Hackett, Mountjoy Prison medica! 
officer, was sent for to give an opinion as to 
the state of the prisoner’s mind. The doctor 
said that he had the prisoner under observa-—_ 
tion since October 24, and had noticed nothing 
abnormal in his mental state. He was able to 
distinguish between right and wrong. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and 
sentence of death was passed, as above stated. 
Saturday, December 22, was fixed as the daie 
of the execution.
